roxmire (D, , Wis. ), called to say that the Senator would be testifying before 
the Special Subcommittee on Intelligence, House Armed Services Committee, 
on Wednesday on Chairman Lucien Nedzi's (D. , Mich. ) bill to amend the 
lx"'National Security Act. Tammen asked for access to whatever material we 
have given the Subcommittee on this subject. I told him that the Director had 
testified m open session and supplied considerable material for the open 

record and I suggested that he contact Bill Hogan, of the Subcommittee staff, 
for this material. 

Tammen said the Senator plans to oppose the section of Chairman 
Nedzi's bill which would prohibit transactions between the Agency and its 
former employees on matters of official business (Senator Proxmire feels this 
p roposal may be attacked on constitutional grounds). Tammen also said that 
tie Senator would, support the provision in the legislation giving the Director 
authority to report cases of apparent compromises of Intelligence Sources 
and Methods to the Attorney General but he would oppose any provision for 
prior injunction. ..... ■ 
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
